These  are,  beer,  cards,  chicory, 
chocolate,  cocoa,  coffee,  fruit,  malt,  pickles, 
plate,  spirits,  spruce,  sugar  articles,  tea,  to¬ 
bacco,  vinegar  and  wine.  Of  these,  pickles 
and  playing  cards  produced  so  small  a  reve¬ 
nue  that  in  fact  the  whole  revenue  came 
from  fifteen  articles.  Of  these  articles,  vin¬ 
egar  produced  the  least,  namely,  £552,  and 
tobacco  the  most,  namely,  £6,873,094,  or 
34  per  cent  of  the  whole.  Spirits  stand 
next  in  productiveness,  yielding  £4,627,717, 
a  little  more  than  22  per  cent,  of  the  whole. 
The  whole  revenue  collected  in  England  last 
year  was  £20,215,923.  In  the  United  States, 

516  articles  are  taxed,  against  17  in  Great  ““ 
Britain.  Every  duty  in  England  iagpe^ifioy 
except  that  on  the  essence  of  spruce.  In 
this  country  there  are  101  articles  which  ore 
charged  with  specific  and  ad  valorem  duties 
combined.  Tea  and  coffee  are  both  charg¬ 
ed  with  duty  in  the  British  tariff,  and  yield¬ 
ed  together,  last  year,  417,242,745  of  our 
money,  and  both  are  free  in  our  present
